LONDON, Noy. 22.—The announcement 
published in ‘last night's London Gazette 
that King George had dismissed the Rey. 
Frederick Percival Farrar, his domestic

statement circulated by The Central News 
that Mr. Farrar had disappeared, and that 
the police werassearcaing for him, has 
caused a most painful sensation in social 
and relieious circles here. 

The action of his Majesty is .unpreéce- 
dented in the annuals of the Court, and 
was taken only after the full facts had 
been communicated to him by wirtless 
on board the steamship Medina, which is 
carrying him to India for the Durbar. 

Son of @ most distinguished father, the 
late Dean Farrar of Westminster Abbey, 
who is known to alf-the Christian world 
as the author of “The Life of Christ,’ 
and brother of the Right Rédv. Walter 
Farrar, Bishop of Antigua, and a: distin- 
guished theological authér, the clergyman 
océtupied an envied position, Besides his 
other posts he’ was-the rector of San- 
dringham, the favorite residence of Queen 
Alexandra ang King Edward, where the 
late King was wont to pass his. brief 
respites from the cares of State... He was 
the trusted friend and confidant of the 
late King, and was in high favor with 
Queen Alexandra and the present King 
and Queen. In fact, his elevation to a 
Bishopric was considered to be only a 
matter of tim. 

The dramatic suddenness with which 
the grave charges have béen brought and 
acted upon is perhaps the. most extraor- 
dinary feature of the scandal.

A. B. Cummins, the Iowa insur 
gent; Samuel Untermyer, who deplored 
the outcome of the Tobacco case; Chan- 
cellbr Day of. Syracuse University, who 
wants the Sherman law repealed, and 
Congressman Martin W. Littleton, who 
empnasized the vidws that brought forth 
a reply from President Tet at a dinner 
in Pittsburgh. ' 

The scheduled guests of honor were At- 
torney General Wickersham, J. Pierpont 
Morgan, and A. Barton Hepburn. Mr. 
Hepburn was the only.one who was able 
to be present. If Mr.* Wickersham had 
been there he would have heard his judg- 

ment severely criticised by Mr. Untermyer 
tn discussing the Tobacco case. Interest 
in the subject was evinced by the fact 
that the attendance was the largest at 
any dinner in the. Astor since the Hudson- 
Fulton celebration, The diners numbered 
about 4, The balcony was filled with 
women, and in the gallery above there 
were more women and a Tot of men. 

John G. Milourn, President of the club, 

presided, and the speakers talked from 
a rostrum at one side of the room. Back 
of the rostrum was a man with a watch, 
who notified each speaker when he was 
within three minutes of the time limit. 

Mr. Milburn said the discussion of the 
Sherman law was “ the most momentous 
subject before the American poopie at the 
present time;”’ and ‘‘one on which they 
must make up their: minds for weal or 
woe.’

Benjamin Strong, Jr.’s Address, 


Benjamin Strong, Jr., Vice President of 
the Bankers’ Trust Company of New 
York, spoke in part as follows: 

“ An analysis of the disposition of earn- 
ings, the methods of taxation, and ;the 
probable relation of the association to the 
domestic and foreign money markets all 
lead; to the belief that the Reserve Asso- 
ciation will bea conservative and trust- 
worthy cystodian of the country’s lawful 
money reserves.

PUNISHING MONOPOLY. 

The decision of‘ the State Supreme 
Court ousting the Harvester Trust from 
Missouri and imposing a fine of $50,000 
contains this passage: - 

The evidence shews that the price 
of harvester machines was not matert- 
ally higher after the New Jersey corm 
poration entered the field than it was 
before, until 1908, when it was in- 
creased 8 or 10 per cent., whilst in the 
meanwhile there had been a greater in- 
crease in the price of the material and 
labor used in their construction. The 
evidence also shows that, whilst har- 
vesting machines were the chief prod- 
ucts of the companies absorbed by the 
International Harvester Company, 
that company has greatly enlarged its 
business and extended it to many other 
farm implements, and has thus put it- 
self in competition with the many con- 
cerna that theretofore were, and still 
are, engaged in manufacturing such 
other farm impléments, and the farm- 


ems generally have profited thereby. 

, Saetdeiy Wis Gores that the ma- , 
chines manufactured by the Inter- 
national Company have been greatly 
improved in quality and the item of 
repair material placed within closer 
reach of the farmer. On the whole, 
the evidence: shows that the Inter 

“national Harvester Company has not 
used its power to oppress or injure 
the farmers who are its customers. 
There could be no question, however, 

that the International Harvester Com- 

pany of America, which wag the repre- 

Bentative in Missouri and the selling 

agent of the parent corporation, the In- 

ternational Harvester Company organ- 
ized in New Jersey, had a substantial 
monopoly of the trade in the State of 

Missouri. The eourt, therefore, pro- 

coeds: 

When men deliberately and. intelli- 
gently go to work and acquire power 
that will enable them to control the 
market, if they choose: to exercise it, 
there is no tse for them to say that 
they did not intend to control the trade 
or limit comipetition, nor, when the 
legality of their act of acquisition is 
in question, is it afiy use for them to 
say, We have not used the power to 
oppress any .one.. * "e ¢ The law re- 
gards such power acquired by such « 
combination as dangerous to the rights 
of the people, and forbids its acquisi- 
tion. 

The court declared the New Jersey 
Corporation to be “an ‘unlawful som- 
bination to suppress competition and 
regulate prices within the meaning of 
our statute, and therefore it has fo 
tight todo. business in this State.” The 
court further declared, however, that 
if the International Harv r Company 
desired to do business in Missouri 
| through the agency of its subordinate 
company, it should take out a loerse 
in ite .own name and pay.a reasonable 
sum for the privilege, and if within 
sixty days it would consent to ‘these 
conditions and pay the costs of the suit, 
it might be permitted te * out such 
@ licenge.:

ital There is no deception, the facts 
being ‘and of record, but the 
States which rejotce to gather taxes 
discriminatingly ¢gainst. foreign corpo- 
rations dislike the adoption of methods 
of evasion. The purchasers of the 
goods have bought more of them, of 
better quality, at reasonable and stable 
prices, and have profited relatively 
more than the “gigantic and nefa- 
rious” schemers. Yet it is necessary 
te enforce the law against’ monopoly, 
and the combination which makes a 
score or more of farming implements 
must be disgolved Pecause in two of 
them {t possesses @ near monopoly. Ex- 
tenuating nothing of whet the record 
makes indisputable, it may well be 
‘asked whether the case does not pre- 
sent problems for the honest haters of 
big business, and for others not haters 


of big business who are perplexed and 


alarmed by theoretical objections to big 
business. Must we give up large scale 
a@vantages because they are #0 great 
that small scale busitiess tannot tive 
under fair competition, and is it neo- 
essary to punish good monopolies be- 
cause there also are bad monopolies? 

The case illustrates well the difficulty. 
of obeying the law even with the best 
intent. The President of the harassed 
trust plaintively says that he had hoped 
for a judgment on the substance of its 
trade practices rather than on the tech- 
nicalities of statutes, and that he had 
tried to do business {n accordance with 
the laws of the various States.and the 
interests of eustomers. The Missouri 
case is but one of many which show 
his failure to have been complete, Texas 
sued for penalties of $1,150,000 and 
collected $85,000. Arkansas acquitted 
it of being a trust or monopoly, but 
collected $20,000, Kansas failed in col- 
lecting a $60,000 charter fee, but sub- 
jected the concern to a judgment of 
limited ouster, a sort of observation or 
purgatorial period like that suggested 
by Attorney General WicemrsHam and 
rejected by the Federal court. The trust 
yoluntarily withdrew from Kentucky 
because of litigation of a certain sort 
by counties. In one case a judgment 
of $5,000 was all distributed in fees 
among the officials. The harrying can- 
not be expected to stop so-long as it 
is popular, and it will remain popular 
until elther experience or reason shows 
that it fs bad policy to worry big bust- 
ness unless it is bad, when ne excuses 
should be made for it, and no fear of 
material loss should prevent its pun- 
ishment. The foundation question is 
whether bigness is itself bad.

AN AMERICAN Q iN. 

It is not a Jewish tion, it is an 
American question, altogether an 
American. question, that has grown ont 
of Russie’s arrogant attitude in respect 
to American ‘passports. ‘There is evi- 
dence of this im the fact that many 
public-gpirited Americans not of the 
Jewish faith are taking part in the 
agitation to secure the removal of 
this intolerable discrimination. But the 
nature. of the question itself, the very 
matter in dispute, shows ft to be one 
that concerns all Americans. Our Con- 
stitution guarantees and our Govern- 
ment maintains the absolute equality 
of rights and privileges under American 
citizenship. When Russia declines to 
honor a passport issued to an American 
Jew, because he is a Jew, it sets up 
a distinction which we do not make 
ourselves, and which we cannot hon- 
orably permit anybody else to make. 
When twe American citizens visit the 
State Department and receive passports 
issued to serve as proof of theit Amer- 
ican citizenship while sojourning in 
Russia, or any other foreign country, 
the department treats both alike; it 
recognizes fo distinction on religious 
or other grounds. When a Russian 
Consul affixes his visé to one of these 
passports but refuses to affix ft to 
another because the bearer fs of the 
Jewish faith, a distinction is made 
which divides American citizens into 
two classes. This is not only con- 
trary to the terms of our treaty with 
Russia, but it is an arrogation ‘on the 
part of Russia of @ right to make a 
discrimination which our fundamental 
law forbids. Ruesta’s act would be 
neither more mor less offensive if the 
practice were reversed and passport; 
privileges denied to all Americans not 
of the Jewish faith, Tt te not thet

According 
to the law the total annual expense of the 
commission must not exceed $5,000, so in 
the first eleven weeks the boxing game 
paid the entire expenses of the commission 
for one year and left an equal amount, 
$5,000, as a. tax for the State.
